Second battalions, first two Navy construction 
units organized, landed in San Francisco 
March 7 after 23 months in the South Pacific.

H.R. 4183 passes both houses and Senate amendments are now 
being considered. A total of $53,000,000 for Corps of Engineers 
work, mostly for maintenance and operation 


The 1945 War Department Civil Func- 
tions Appropriation bill, H. R. 4183, was 
passed March 9 by the Senate and re- 
ferred to the House for consideration of 
Senate amendments. One of the most 
important provisions is made by Senate 
amendment, and would bar the War 
Production Board from passing on the 
merits of irrigation, drainage, and flood- 
control projects referred to WPB by the 
secretaries of War, Interior, or Agri- 
culture, or by the War Food Adminis- 
trator. WPB authority in such cases 
would be limited to passing on ques- 
tions of the availability of materials 
and manpower. 


Irrigation projects 


The amendment specifically empow- 

ers the Bureau of Reclamation and the 
Corps of Engineers to construct or com- 
plete any irrigation. or flood-control 
project for which funds have been ap- 
propriated, and which ‘the: War Food 
Administrator determines will increase 
war food production, and which he finds 
is feasible “in the light of the available 
manpower, material, and equipment.” 
Fhe: provision refers both to projects 
statted and those not yet begun. 
” The-bill appropriates to the Corps of 
Engineers $53,044,000 for Rivers and 
Harbors. Of this amount, $6,244,000 
was added by the Senate, which also 
inserted a provision for preparing plans 
aya specifications for projects, whether 
or or yet authorized. 

The Corps had asked’ for $2,000,000 
for advance planning for river and 
harbor projects, but this item had been 
taken out by the Bureau of the Budget 
before reaching Congress. 

The bill continues the availability of 
more than $700,000 of unobligated 1944 
funds to meet contingent demands for 
river and harbor work and repeals the 
rest of the unobligated 1944 balance in 
a similar amount.

The six projects for which appropria- 
tions are made were selected by the 
Corps of Engineers from a list of 72 
which constitutes a back log of work 
for postwar construction, and would 
cost over $163,000,000. 

To complete all river and harbor 
projects which have already been au- 
thorized by Congress, General Reybold, 
Chief..of Engineers, said at a House 
Committee hearing, would cost $235,- 
851,415. Of this amount, $72,581,865 
would be required for completion of 
authorized projects which have been de- 
layed for various reasons. 


Flood Control 


Flood-control work amounting to $47,- 
960,000 has been halted during the war, 
it was brought out by Engineer Corps 
figures at the House hearings. 

Expenditures for flood control author- 
ized by the act include $26,000,000 for 
flood control on the Mississippi River 
and its tributaries, of which $1,000,000 
was added by the Senate; $500,000 for 
emergency flood control on tributaries of 
the Mississippi; and $2,800,000 for 
flood control on the Sacramento River in 
California. 

Expenditures of $12,983,330 have 
been made on plans and preliminary 
work on a postwar list of over 130 
projects, according to figures presented 
at the hearings by Gen. Reybold. An ad- 
ditional $18,000,000 is needed, the gen- 
eral said to complete plans and specifi- 
cations for these projects. Added funds 
are also needed to complete plans for 
another 42 authorized projects; and 
there are 23.authorized projects to cost

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Giant War Plant Goes Into Operaticn 


Believed to be the largest plant of its 
kind to be built east of the Mississippi 
River as a single project, a huge chlo- 
rine plant has been placed in operation 
on the Ohio River at Natrium, W. Va., 
40 miles below Wheeling. The project 
consists primarily of a powerhouse and 
six manufacturing buildings, the latter 
providing a total floor space of nearly 
200,000 sq. ft. Capacity of the plant 


cannot be given due to war restrictions. 

Construction of the foundations for 
the powerhouse (Fig. 1), which has a 
total floor area of 65,000 sq. ft., was one 
of the major problems, as this work had 
to be done with the river frequently at 
the highest stage in several decades. 
Floods and ice often delayed the job 
three weeks at a time.

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News of the engineering schools 


A recommendation by Governor J. M. 
Broughton of North Carolina that con- 
sideration be given to the expansion of 
the Engineering School of the North 
Carolina State College at Raleigh, N. C., 
was approved by the board of trustees 
of the University of North Carolina at 
a meeting at Chapel Hill, N. C., Jan. 31. 
Governor Broughton in making the re- 
quest specifically recommended that “a 
great engineering building” be con- 
structed “to house the general engin- 
eering branches of the institution,” as- 
serting that “the buildings and facilities 
for this purpose at present are totally 
inadequate.” He recommended that the 
board give immediate consideration to 
plans ‘for an adequate engineering 
building at-State College-and for the 
general enlargement and development 
of this school in all its branches. 


Enrollment of college students will 
reach an all-time high in the years im- 
mediately following the war, Living- 
ston W. Houston, executive vice presi- 
dent of Rensselaer Polytechnic Insti- 
tute, predicts. He forecasts that enroll- 
ment increases will be heaviest in en- 
gineering and science courses. 

“T learned recently,” he said, “that 
one university, having no engineering 
school, canvassed 377 trainees in a mili- 
tary training program on its campus 
and found that nearly half p. to 
go to college after the war an¢ 
more thah @0: percent said they .watted 
to study engineering. 

“This is just one instance of how the 
spectacular and dramatic achievements 
of engineering and science in the war 
have captured the imagination and in- 
terest of young men. Because this is 
a mechanized war, with amazing scien- 
tific devices and engineering feats, 
thousands of service men have become 
attracted to engineering and science 
and many will return to become engin- 


eering ‘students. We shall have larger. 


numbers of entering freshmen interest- 
ed in engineering.” 


A drastic postwar change in engin- 
eering educational ~ methods, which 
would send prospective students direct- 
ly into industry to obtain practical ex- 
perience before beginning their college 
studies, is envisioned by George F. Bate- 
man, dean of the Cooper Union school 
of engineering. 

Under such a system, Dean Bateman 
says, the function of engineering col- 
leges would be “to adjust and prepare 
for advancement, rather than to pre- 
pare for employment.” It would be de- 
sirable, he adds, to have students 
return to industry at intervals during 
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{phat * 
-Mtive Service, will be chairman of the

the collegiate course to acquire further 
practical training. 

The experience of teachers of engin- 
eering with young men from industry 
who have taken special wartime courses 
has made it clear, according to Dean 
Bateman, that such students generally 
are far. ahead of the average student 
in appreciation, response, and under- 
standing. This, he points out, raises 
the question: “Why continue the waste- 
ful, ineffective training of adolescents 
whose contact with industry is nil?”

tion and prefabrication idea, is being 
utilized in a war housing and commu 
ity center project started by the Feder 
Public Housing Authority at Sidney,

Bearing tests on pavement 


Preliminary plans for a cooperative 
study of asphalt pavements under load 
ere outlined by Prevost Hubbard, 
hemical engineer of the Asphalt In- 
titute. The study is to be carried on 
jointly by the Highway Research 
the Public Roads Administra- 
ion and the institute. By means of full 
cale load bearing tests it is proposed 
o obtain fundamental data on the load 
upporting value of asphaltic concrete 
pavements of many thicknesses laid over 
base courses of various thicknesses and 
ith varying degrees of subgrade sup- 
port. The first test track is to be at 
Hybla Valley, Va., not far from Mt. 
enon, on property belonging to the 
Public Roads Administration. 


Roadbuilding by stage construction 


Stage construction of metal surfaces 
being employed on large mileages of 
county roads and for many city streets 
hroughout Illinois, according to Geo. 
H. Baker, engineer of county roads 
nd city streets, Illinois Division of 
Highways. There are three chief 
teps in this stage construction, each of 
ch employs asphaltic material in 
tying degrees, he said. One example 
nvolves getting the section of road out 
of the mud as soon as possible. To do 
his, the road is graded and drained 
nd surfaced with a small amount of 
to he, with a small quantity of asphaltic 
I being applied to prevent loss of sur- 
cing material and to eliminate dust. 
other variation of stage construction, 
id Mr, Baker, is employed in the more 
progressive programs which includes 
Trading and graveling certain roads one 
tar, adding a dustless surface the next, 
hile grading and graveling others.

This ap- 
plies where future traffic needs cannot 
be gauged accurately. Under this plan, 
declared Mr. Baker, a small amount of 
metal is applied and treated with bi- 
tuminous material in such a manner that 
additions of the same type of material 
can be made up to a thickness which 
will carry the increased traffic. This 
type of construction also has the ad- 
vantage in that it may be abandoned at 
any stage and a rigid type built with a 
minimum of loss if it develops that a 
heavy-duty, rigid pavement is required, 
he said. 


State highways of asphalt 


In discussing the development of bitu- 
minous roads on the Illinois state high- 
way system, Wesley W. Polk, chief 
highway engineer, Division of High- 
ways, pointed out that the state’s 2,000 
mi. of bituminous roads on. its secon- 
dary highway system are well distrib- 
uted over the state, providing good 
roads for small communities and agri- 
cultural areas. This construction con- 
sists of asphaltic mats using both open 
and dense graded aggregate, treated 
with both cutback and slow curing as- 
phalts. Both road-mix and plant-mix 
construction have been specified, said 
Mr. Polk, but observations disclose that 
plant mixtures have given more satis- 
factory service. 

In 1942, the state placed a considera- 


_ ble amount of resurfacing under traffic 


without a- coat, as-it was thought 
that it would be. entirely too difficult to 
prime the pavement under traffic, said 
Mr. Polk. However, it was necessary to 
prime one of the pavements before the 
resurfacing, and much to everyone’s sur- 
prise the contractor was able to place a 
prime coat in a checkerboard applica- 
tion, filling in the unprimed areas the 
following day without any particular 
inconvenience to traffic. This experience 
caused prime coating to be specified for 
all resurfacing, he said. 

The last session of the two-day meet- 
ing was given over to an open forum 
on technical and detail problems con- 
fronting city, county and state highway 
engineers engaged in the construction 
and maintenance of city streets as well 
as county and state roads by the use 
of bituminous materials.

the purpose of the convention in bring- 
ing together so many factions interested 
in housing, and declared the problem 
was big enough to require the coopera- 
tion of all. He said “It is not enough 
to say the housing situation is solely 
the concern of the government. No mat- 
ter where the responsibility lies, hous- 
ing must be provided. It must be 
carefully planned and properly financed. 
It can be done. The task will be accom- 
plished in some part by individual in- 
itiative. But the undertaking is so vast 
that there must be a joint effort in 
which the federal government, states, 
municipalities, banks, labor unions, in- 
surance companies and industry take an 
active part.” Kaiser told of a “dream 
city” built in 90 days by his organization 
to house 35,000 people. This perfect 
city, he believes, with all the require- 
ments for comfortable, cheap, pleasant 
living will be the pattern for many 
similar developments in the future. 

Mr. Kaiser takes a broad view on 
future materials, “As to men, skill and 
materials, there is no problem. The old 
standbys of stone, concrete, steel, wood, 
lime and plaster are quite apt to sur- 
vive all the innovations. Never-the-less, 
new adaptions of metals, plastics and 
other synthetic products are sure to be 
employed, and provide improvements 
that defy imagination. As to the 
method of construction, many modern 
homes will be built with stone, brick 
and timber, after the established prac- 
tice of the building trade. Unquestion- 
ably, some houses will be prefabricated, 
delivered to the building lot ready for 
assembly; also portable dwellings, eas- 
ily set up and dismantled, will be avail- 
able for pioneers and transients seek- 
ing new opportunities.” 


Blandford wants unity 


John B. Blandford, Jr., National 
Housing Agency administrator, called 
for unity in meeting the housing prob- 
lem, unity in government, among pro- 
ducers, workers, employers, farmers and 
industrialists. 

“This meeting,” he said, “is a token 
of the desire and the firm resolve to 
retain and strengthen housing unity. 
All here today represent housing in- 
terests, in one way or another. In fact, 
everybody comes under that classifica- 
tion because we all live in houses. In 
peace, no less than war, we cannot 
cement this housing unity or build upon 
it if each individual or group ap- 
proaches the housing problem primarily 
from the standpoint of its own isolated 
interest. The first task is to appraise 
this postwar housing need. It cannot 
be measured with a ruler because it

depends upon values as well as facts. 
It depends upon certain fundamental 
questions about the kind of economy 
and the kind of American society that 
we aspire to after the war.” 

Mr. Blanford went on to say that, 
“the home building industry likewise 
has a vast postwar preparation task. 
In the past, its market has been re- 
stricted, because it did not serve mil- 
lions of families of low income or lower 
middle class incomes who are in need 
of decent housing. The industry must 
study and learn how to build better 
houses at lower cost for more people. 
They must initiate and improve con- 
struction technique, additional financing 
devices, and more imaginative neighbor- 
hood planning.” 


Labor's position 


In a telegraphed statement, R. J. 
Thomas, president of the U.A.W. and 
chairman of the national C.1.0. com- 
mittee on housing, declared that pub- 
lic aid should be given to private enter- 
prise to meet the nation’s housing needs 
and to provide full employment. But 
public aid to private enterprise must be 
conditioned on the return of the maxi- 
mum public benefit, which means a 
definite control must be retained by the 
government, This aid should include 
substantial reduction in mortgage in- 
terest, longer period of amortization, 
assistance in the acquisition and assem- 
bly of suitable land and housing to be 
used as part of the public works in- 
surance program against possible criti- 
cal postwar unemployment to the great- 
est extent possible. 

M. H. Hedges, director of research, 
International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, in reviewing the building 
tradesmen’s viewpoint on new materials 
and new methods, declared that tech- 
nological changes are a big problem for 
labor to consider in postwar housing. 
He asked how one-tenth of the construc- 
tion industry can be converted from a 
decentralized handicraft industry seek- 
ing to preserve manual skills into a 
highly centralized mass production in- 
dustry tending to do away with handi- 
craft without resulting in strains, dif- 
erences of opinion and some conflict. 
He declared that shifting of site work- 
ers to factory-production of prefabri- 
cated units can be done if the manu- 
facturers would deal with building 
trade unions and will reach an under- 
standing before any agreements were 
signed that would preclude jurisdic- 
tional disputes. 

Mr. Hedges denied that unions have 
restricted or halted technological 
change, especially the electrical work- 
ers. But, he went on to say, the elec- 
trical workers and other unions believe 
that technological change should not be

In a demonstration of the product in 
New York City on March 8, it was stated 
that as little as 1 to 2 percent of Stabinol 
mixed with soil and then compacted to 
optimum compaction will render the soil 
impervious to the penetration of surface 
water, as well as resistant to the capil- 
lary absorption of moisture from below.

Canadian engineers 
to aid reconstruction 


Canadian engineers, architects and 
contractors are expected to have an im- 
portant part in postwar construction in 
Canada, according to the final report of 
the Advisory Committee on Reconstruc- 
tion to the Government of Canada. 

The committee recommends the set- 
ting up of a National Development 
Board for the purpose of investigating 
and coordinating all major postwar 
projects involving public investment. Of 
special interest to engineers is the rec- 
ommendation of the subcommittee on 
publicly financed construction, headed 
by K. M. Cameron, chief engineer of 
the department of public works of Can- 
ada, that there be set up a Federal Con- 
struction Reserve Commission to coordi- 
nate all publicly and privately financed 
construction work during the postwar 
period in order to achieve maximum 
efficiency. 

The proposed commission would re- 
port directly to the minister of finance. 
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For purposes of administration, Canada 
would be divided into five regions, the 
Maritime Provinces, Quebec, Ontario, 
the Prairie Provinces and British Co- 
lumbia. In each region there would be 
a regional committee made up of engi- 
neers, architects and contractors with a 
chairman who would be an ex officio 
member of the advisory council to the 
Federal Construction Reserve Commis- 
sion. 

The recommendations of the Advisory 
Committee on Reconstruction have been 
presented to Parliament, which is now 
in session in Ottawa. 


Army engineer cited 
for Nicaraguan work 
Colonel Edwin C. Kelton, Pacific divi- 


sion engineer, U. S. Army Engineers, 
has been awarded the Nicaraguan presi- 
dential medal of merit by President A. 
Somoza of Nicaragua.
